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Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: It is unclear as to 
the meaning of the repeated claim language "a digital signal processing block" which 
may be considered to be part of a digital signal processor (DSP), an individual DSP or a 
digital block of functions. Also, claim 1 includes two claim limitations that read "a digital 
signal processing block to reduce the Crest Factor of the multi-carrier input signal" 
followed by "A digital signal processing block to limit or clip the amplitude of the multi- 
carrier signal" which appear to be redundant claim elements in that the "clip the 
amplitude" is essentially the function to "reduce the Crest Factor". Amendment of these 
claim limitations is suggested. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the amplitude pre-distortion look up table" where 
"said look up table" is expected. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation 
in the claim. Also, the claim further recites the limitations "the inputs" followed by "the 
amplitude pre-distortion adaptation algorithm". There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
these limitations in the claim.

With review of the applicant's Declaration, the examiner understands that this 
application is pro se where the applicant is self represented. In view of this, the
